San Joaquin Sheriff’s Detec¬ 
tive Richard Bowling said the 
girl was found shot to death 
beside Interstate 205, the new 
stretch of freeway that bypas¬ 
ses Tracy, west of that city. 

Bowling said he would like 
information from anyone pass¬ 
ing that spot on the night of 
Oct. 10 or the morning of Oct. 
11, when the girl was mur¬ 
dered, who may have noticed 
anything unusual. \ 

Also, Bowling said, he woulck. 
be interested in any informa¬ 
tion regarding a possible mo¬ 
tive for the killing. He said the 
girl apparently was not sex¬ 


ually assaulted. 

Her mother, Mi's. Rose Fra¬ 
sier, of 3111 Ashbrook Court, 
said Janis had forgotten her 
purse and wallet at a girl 
friend’s house the day before 
she disappeared. 

Mrs. Frasier said her daugh¬ 
ter, a student at Fremont 
High School, was a friendly 
and outgoing girl. 

Bowling asked that informa¬ 
tion on the case be sent to 
him, or Detective Rodney 
Brown, in care of the San Joa¬ 
quin County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, 2 2 2 E. Weber Ave., 
Stockton. 

In connection with Bowling’s 
appeal, Mrs. Frasier said that 
she and some friends are of¬ 
fering a reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the murderer. 

Coordinator of the reward 
effort is the Rev. Frank Pin- 
kard. president of the Eastbay 
Interdenominational Ministeri- 
a 1 Alliance, whose daughter 
was a classmate of Janis’.
